| Demonstrators Want Government of Law, Not of men

“We don't want any trouble.” 
the march orgamzer told the 
monitors wearing black armbands 


“If someone heckles us and 
starts yelling ‘Pinko-Commie-Hip- 
pic’ or something, your jobis to get 
between them and our people and 
keep our people calm. If a fight 
breaks out, that is what the news 
media will pick up. We don't want 
that.” emphasized Duane 
Campbell of the Committee to 
Impeach the President. And there 
were no incidents at the Saturday 


march 
A solemn and serious 200 


marched from Southside Park to 
the west steps of the Capitol to call 
for the impeachment of Richard 
Nixon and political reform to en- 
sure “government of law. not of 
men.” What was to be a silent 
march spontaneously erupted into 
a six block hand clapping walk 


A §0-ish gentleman with gray 
hair and heard sat on the curb 


watching the marchers pass. “Join 
us!” they called to him. To the ac- 
companiment of cheers, he did

supervisor said 

“Nixon constantly seeks his- 
torical firsts; therefore. the voters 
should remind him he has the op- 
portunity to go dowa tn history as 
the first president to resign.” 
Melarkey concluded 

Besides calling for resignation 
or impeachment, the rally speakers 
stressed political retorm. Campbell 
said, “If we impeach one jerk like 
Nixon, we want the next president 
to know he can't get away with 
stuff hike what's going on now.” 

State police photographed the 
gathering from a second floor 
balcony to the consternation ot 


An officer ex- 
plained privately the pictures were

Campbell came to the podium 
to quiet things down. “They have 
all the pictures they want by now 
anyway.” he said 
castically asked, “We all know the 
pictures go into the files never to be 
abused. don't we?” 

Campbell announced a 
“Halloween Tricky Treat.” an 
impeachment petition drive with 
petitioners meeting in McKinley 
Park at 5°-*0 p.m.

Lousy Rally for ° 
A Worthy Cause

Friday on a quad filled with people and I can't believe it. We're 
waiting for Dick Hughes to talk about impeaching President Nixon 
It's fall, mellow fall, with still-warm sun and orange leaves to light the 
day and maybe, maybe some radicalism, some feisty “We're not 
gonna stand for that shit,” gung-ho feeling like some of the earlier Viet- 
nam demonstrations 

But Hughes comes on easy. He wants us to be a jury. A jury? 

The next day is the march from Southside Park to the State 
Capitol. The crowd's aenemic. and | get the aching feeling like maybe 
these are just leftovers from the Vietnam rallies who keep showing up 
But there is a difference in the crowd: there are a lot more older peopie. 
all of them obviously committed, since demonstrations are usually 
regarded as young people's gigs. Yeah, it 1s good to see them 

The march ts supposed to be silent no chants — so everybody 
claps their way down to the Capitol, surrounded by a squad of escort 
cops on bikes, all wearing shades 

But solemnity doesn’t buy it. People aren't as swayed by solemnity 
as by celebration — there's no release for the wrath of the righteous 
Besides, chants make for unity, so this is a rather helter-skelter group 
that finally reaches the Capitol. There's a cop on the second floor tak- 
ing pictures of everybody. I stare into his lens and smile wide 

The rally starts half an hour early. Assembled on the steps of the 
Capitol, the sparseness of the crowd really shows. Duane Campbell, 
spokesman for the Committee to Impeach the President, introduces 
County Supervisor Pat Melarkey to speak. Melarkey drags the des- 
truction of the Alhambra Theater and the ecology movement into his 
speech about Nixon 

Then Hughes comes on and delivers the same rap same if 
troduction, same everything — as the day before. But still, it's the same 
problem as the day before. This isn't a jury: it’s a lynch mob. We're 
after blood and we smell a wounded man, the best kind to attack 
Hughes doesn't understand what he’s got to work with; misplays his 
hand and after he finished talking the people start to move away. a lit- 
tle at a me. It's not what we want to hear. Nixon's guilty. a crook, a 
thief, a hood and we want his blood. I'll pull the rope 

But after Hughes there are more speeches. This isn’t a neat package. 
like Hitler could have provided; no, or uke Nixon would have 
provided, so it begins to lose its effectiveness. The crowd begins to fall 
apart, shouting, “Spy! Spy!” at the cop taking pictures. while some 
poor fool from the ACLU tries to convince them that Nixon should be 
impeached, but they're already convinced anyway. 

No, it’s not enough to be right in politics. unless you can provide a 
circus to go along with it. Or am I wrong. and the public always votes 
for the best thing. the best qualified? If that was the case. why did 
Eisenhower beat Stevenson twice. or Reagan beat Brown? 

No, people, the Committee to Impeach the President may put on 
shitty rallies, but they're nght. And if you don’t support them, they're 
nowhere. They have a gathering planned on Oct. 31 (Halloween) in 
McKinley Park at 5:30 p.m. todist ribute petitions inthe community to 
people who want to see Nixon impeached. I'm going, and | suggest 
that any of you who believe that Nixon should be impeached go too 
Because if you, not collective everyone-who-reads-the Hornet you, but 
you, the individual who reads these words: if you don’t contribute. 
then it’s not going to work, no matter how right anybody-is.

Catalyst for the second 
postponement was a complaint by 
a student senator concerning the 
lack of filing and campaigning time 
for Senate Chair 

Fletcher announced her 
resignation late Tuesday. Senate 
Chair candidates had from 
Wednesday morning to Friday 
noon to file and two campaigning 
days before the election. 


One candidate attempted to file 
Friday afternoon. The Board ruled 
the deadline had passed and the ap- 
plicant was ineligible. If the person 
had been allowed to file after the 
deadline, Meyer explained, the 
election could be invalidated. 
There are no precedents for chang- 
ing deadlines once set. he said. 


The senator also raised the 
question of the ethics of the Senate 
formally endorsing Maria Castro 
as chair candidate at last week's 
meeting. At the time of the meeting 
only Castro had filed. Two others 
filed the following day. 


Castro had emerged from a 
closed door meeting of the Alter- 
native Coalition in the Senate 
Chair's office minutes before the 
Senate meeting and announced she 
would be running for the Chair.

Secrecy Conspiracy

“Watching TV tonight before | 
came here, | saw a 
comment’ from our military and 
governmental leaders concerning 
the affairs in the Middle East. This 
kind of secrecy in government ts 
the death of democracy.” 

Those opening words of An- 
thony Russo set the tone of his talk 
at Consumnes River College last 
Thursday 

Russo was co-defendent with 
Danie! Elisberg in the Pentagon 
Papers trial. The pair had been 
charged with espionage. theft of 
property and 
conspiracy. All charges were 
dropped when the court cited 
misconduct by the 
prosecution team, the Justice 
Department, the FBI, the CIA and 
the White House 

Russo focused on the Pentagon 
Papers and urged evervone to read 
al least a summary of them to get a 
better understanding of our 
government's

“The Pentagon 
concerned with Vietnam, but they 
also give a pretty good picture of 
the cold war situation. We have 
military teams in countries we have 
not even heard about. The extent 
of secrecy in the U.S. is so great 
that the government can carry ona 
war for seven years in a country 
(Laos) we didn’t know about. This 
is the type of blattant secrecy we 
are worried about. 

“Our country is carrying on 
wars around the world to make the 
world safe for big business — safe 
for ITT and the rest. In Third 
World countries there are the 
makings of revolution and 
revolution is not good for big 
business.” 

In his speech, Russo made a dis- 
tinction between the government 
of the U.S. and its people 

“There is a difference between 
the government and the people. It's 
no lenger government of the 


Papers are 


people, by the people and for the 
people.” 

He recounted some of the 
events in Vietnam that went con- 
trary to the official line. Local 
village elections were abolished 
and the CIA’s “puppet regime” in 
Saigon appointed village leaders of 
their liking. There were 
“provocative actions” in the form 
of air raids by the U.S. to stimulate 
North Vietnam to take 
against the U.S. forces 

The last part of Russo's speech 
was devoted to the Pentagon 
Papers trial itself. He related how, 
two hours after he surrendered to 
the authorities, FBI agents sur- 
rounded his home and took him 
away. actions that were intended to 
make him look like a criminal 
Russo stated the trial was the first 
case to be thrown out of court 
mis- 


action 


because of governmental 
conduct 

Because of his knowledge of the 
Pentagon Papers and of- Vietnam, 
Russo believed there would be no 
danger to the U.S. if he disclosed 
the information. During the trial, 
the government's own. studies, 
which were later suppressed, 
showed that the release of the Pen- 
tagon Papers would not endanger 
the national security or defense 

At the close of his speech Russo 
turned to the topic of Watergate 
saying, “Grassroots efforts will be 
the only way to bring justice to 
Watergate. Only the people of the 
United States can set it right. 

“We should struggle against 
secrecy like we struggle against 
cancer. Everything about our 
government's policies should be 
made public, because the more a 
policy ts secret, the more a country 
becomes a tyranny.”
